THE STARS BY DAY. 


Why Th»y Cannot B« Seen From th« 


Surfac* of the Earth. 


N"ot on^y have tlie astronomer* 


devised a means whereby they may 
observe tlie stars ai the daytime, 
but any one may, tf ho choose, sec 
them at such time if he will go to 
suflieient trouble to do so. At the 
bottom of a tlcep well an observer 
on locking up will see the stars if 
the sky is clear and the sun docs 
not happen to be sliming directly 
into the well. 


Why caunot the iturs be seen 


from the surface of the ground ? 
They certainly gi\e out their usual 
amount of light, and it will be re- 
membered that the moon la fre- 
quently sceu during the day. 


The question resolves itself into 


the capacity of the human eye. 
During the day the sun shines on 
particles suspended m the atmos- 
phere and on the atmosphere itself, 
and its rays are reflected m e\ery 
direction from the different parti- 
cles. We thus have diffused light 
by means of which one can see ob- 
jects not directly in the sunlight. 
If it were not for this diffusion of 
light, or irregular refraction, as it is 
called, we could not possibly sec 
anything not in direct sunlight. 


Now, these rays irregularly re- 


flected enter the eye in enormous 
numbers, so the intensity is com- 
paratively great vith starlight. But 
to a person in a deep well or mine 
shaft only the perpendicularly re- 
flected rays enter the eye and from 
only those particles directly over 
the mouth of the shaft. Thus com- 
paratively little light enters the eye, 
and any starlight that comes down 
at that" time ia easily perceived, and 
the presence of the star is recog- 
nized. 


The astronomer applies this rule 


to his telescope and places long 
black tubes called shields on the 
end of his glass. Fieldglasses to be 
used at night also have these tubes. 
They are absolutely necessary for 
good work with heavenly bodies 
even at night, when the observa- 
tory is near a large city of many 
lights.—Washington Star.
